Conflict Between the Whites and 
Blacks: Imminent, 


HOW THE ROW WAS STARTED 


Negro and White Man Fought—This 
Arrayed the Races—Negro Leader 
Taken from His House, 
Stripped and Badly 
Beaten. 


Jacksonville, Fla., September 26.—(Spe- 
cial)—The town of Mayport, at the mouth 
of Johns river, twenty miles from 
Jacksonvilie, is reported to be full of ex- 
citment and a conflict between the whites 
and blacks is imminent, The troub'e is 
confined to the hundreds of men now en- 
the construction of docks dnd 
railway tracks. The trouble began to 
brew on Sunday last, when a negro, 
Henry Tillman, had a misunderstanding 
with one of the white,men, which culmi- 
nated in a desperate fight between the 
two. The negroes were in sympathy with 
Tillman the whites supported the 
action of thelr feliowmen. The inatter

Was agitated by the two factions until it 
reached fever heat and all day Monday 
there was a hostile feeling existing be- 
tween the men while at work. 

The crisis came Monday night when a 
mob of white men went to the house cc- 
cupled by Tillman and bombarded it with 
shotguns, pistols and other like weap: ns 
until the negro was driven out of his 
place of abode to save his life. He was 
then taken by the infuriated and de- 
termined white men to the woods nearby, 
where he was stripped «und _ severely 
beaten. 

This action upon the pirt vf the whites 
incensed the negroes, who were swearing 
vengeance and threatened violence to 
every white man in the piace. They quit 
work and congregated in crowds all day 
yesterday discussing the affair. Sheriff 
Broward was wired for to prevent serlous 
trouble and Deputy Sheriffs Vinzant and 
Delaney were ordered to the scene at 
once. Deputy Sheriff J. A. Vinzant left 
for Mayport late last night and was 
joined at Pablo by Delaney. Tonight the 
excitement had somewhat subsided, but 
it is feared the trouble is not over.

‘rom Tung-chow to Pekin, twelve milcs, 
the march was through the most intc:- 
esting part of China we huve yet seen. 
The road goes over the great stone ciuse- 
way alenyg the line of the canal. ‘This 
cuuseway was built by Kublai Khan 
mcocre than six hundred and fifty yeais 
It is still the best road in China, 

All along the way were picturesque old 
temples, beautiful scenic gardens, hul- 
drease of seductive teahoesex ‘The last 
few miles, in fact, presented the aspect 
of a fairyland, in wonderful contrasi to 
the poverty stricken region through which 
we had passed. Probably the oufsiude 
wcerld wondered why we made the last 
few miles so slowly. But there are five 
different levels of the canal here. Locks 
are beyond the capacities of Chinese in- 
genuity, so at each new level the boats 
that carried our supplies had to be un- 
loaded, and the supplies reloaded into 
cther boats. The delay gave the troops 
chanees for sight-seeing in this fairy- 
land that they were not slow to improve.

fo Trust Question, 


SPOKE AT NEBRASKA CITY 


To a Large Outdoor Audience the 
Democratic Nominee Discussed 
Illegal Combinations in a 
Clear and Intelligent 
- Manner. 


Nebraska City, Neb., September 24.— 
Hon. W. J. Bryan‘spoke here to a large 
crowd tonight. The speech had been 
lcoked forward to with mvuth interest, be- 
cause Mr. Bryan had announced that he 
would deal with the trust question as af- 
fected by the suit instituted by Attorney 
General Smyth to annul the sale of the 
Argo Starch Works, of this city, to the 
National Starch Company, popularly 
known as the Starch Trust. 

Mr. Bryan was ac¢tomparied by Mrs. 
Bryan and personal friends and also by 
quite a number of supporters from 
Lincoln and other towns on the way. 
There Were not many unfriendly inter- 
ruptions, but evidently some had been ex- 
pected, for previous to the mecting the 
mayor of the city. issued an order s2@ying 
that there had been rumors of troublc and 
warning against it. 

The meeting was held in the courthouse 
grounds, and the people stood under the 
trees and much of the time in the rain 
while Mr. Bryan spoke. 

Reasons Why Trusts Are Bad. 

Mr. Bryan discussed a phase of the 
trust qustion, and said that the attorney 
general had commenced proceedings in 
the case of the Argo Starch Company, 
not to destroy a local manufacturing 
establishment, but to prevent the manu- 
facturing establishment from entering 
into a trust. 

In this connection he noted the different 
steps which he said had been taken. The

(published by ex-Secretary of Agriculture 
J. Sterling Morton, of Nebraska City), 
which said in an editorial May 25, '99, that 
no trust had yet been able to buy, bully 
or wheedle the Argo company. 

“About the first of September of 1899, a 
few months after the editorial commen: 
which I have just read,’’ said Mr. bryan, 
the Argo company joined the United 
Starch Company. About a year later, in 
August or September of this year, 19, 
the third step was taken and the United 
Starch Compza@gy joined the trust. First, 
we have en independent company, grow- 
ing and prosperous, upon its merits; sec- 
ond, this independent company j}06!ns 
other companies to fight the starch trust, 
and, third, this independent company, 
with its assistants, joins the starch trust, 
and competition is at last destroyed.” 

Mr. Bryan then quoted extensively 
from editorial articles in Mr. Morton’s 
Conservative, showing hostility to trusts. 
Commenting in a general way, Mr. Bryan 
said: 


Dare Not Defend Trusts. 


“If th® people of Nebraska City defend 
the starch trust they must be prepared to 
defend all the other trusts, for it is im- 
possible for them to destroy trusts lo- 
cated elsewhere and defend a trust lo- 
cated in their own city. The people of 
your town have already seen a distillery 
closed down by the whisky trust. What 
is to prevent the Argo company from be- 
ing closed down by the starch trust? 
When all the factories belong to one 
corporation the closing down of one fac- 
tory does not bring loss to the corpora- 
tion because the work can be carried on 
somewhere else. But the Argo company 
as an independent company could not 
close down without serious loss; there- 
fore, the chances are greater in favor of 
the local factory being closed down un- 
der a trust than under in@ependent man- 
agement. 

“Under the trust system a strike in 
one factory brings no loss to the com- 
pany, but it does bring great loss to the 
employees. Let me give you a case in 
point. The Birmingham Age-Herald of 
September 12th contained the following 
dispatch from Bessemer, Ala.: 

‘Work was resumed at the Central 
Foundry Company's plant yesterday. The 
men who went out on a strike early last 
week returned to work on the company’s 
terms. The management here is not re- 
sponsible for the reduction in wages, it 
having been ordered by the head office 
in New York, the reduction prevailing 
throughout all the pipe plants belonging 
to the company.’ 

“If an order comes from the head of- 
fice-in New York to reduce the: wages 
in all the starch factories, the men have 
nothing to do but to submit. The same 
greed which leads the trust to raise prices 
and extort from consumers will allow 
it to lower wages and do injustice to the 
employees. 

“The attorney general is seeking to en- 
force a statute of Nebraska. The law is 
a good law and ought to be enforced, 
and the people of Nebraska City ought 
to hold a mass meeting to commend him 
rather than condemn him. The fusion 
forces believe in enforcing both state 
laws and national laws against the trusts. 
The Kansas City platform demands the 
annihilation of all private monopolies, 
and if the democratic ticket is successfu] 
I belleve legislation will be enacted which 
will make it: impossible for the National 
Starch Company to ‘buy, bully or whee- 
dle’ the Argo company into joining a 
trust and with the dissolution of the 
stagch trust will come the dissolution of 
all other trusts which are now plunder- 
ing the people.”’ 


Congratulates State Official. 


Continuing, Mr. Bryan congratulated 
the people upon having an attorney gen- 
cral who has courage to bring the suit, 
end said if the United States attorney 
general had done his duty that there 
would have been no necessity for the 
state authorities to take up the question. 
He said that if he should be elected the 
federal administration would be found 
moving against all combinations contrary 
tc law. His words on this point were as 
follows: 

“My friends, if the United States at- 
tctney general of the republican »arty 
had done his duty he would have been 
enforcing this law instead of Mr. Smyth 
being down here tonight doing what the 
republican national attorney general 
should do. This republican administra- 
tion has brought just three suits in the 
last three years and yet more trusts were 
crganized during the last three years in 
all the previous history of the country, 
I want you people to know that if we get 
control of this government the federal 
administration as well as the state ad- 
ministration will lay its hand upon the 
starch trust. I heard it said that you 
pecple down here felt some hoatility 


* 


tcvards Mr. Smyth because of his fight 
ageinst the trust, but that they do not 
fear any hostility towards me. 

“I want “vou to understand that I am 
as much against the starch trust or any 
cther trust as Mr. Smyth is, and I will 
fight them as hard as he does, and if by 
the aid of the people of this country 
and of this state I am made president of 
the United States, I will promise you that 
I will do all I can to dissolve the starch 
trust and leave the Argo Company an 
independent Nebraska City company.” 

He asserted to support the trusts meant 
to support the republican policies, in- 
cluding militarism, imperialism, high tar- 
iff, etc. He took up and discussed brief- 
ly the general issues of the campaign. 
The speech was liberally applauded in 
many places, and there were fewer shouts 
for opposing candidates than at most 
meetings. 

Mr. Bryan was followed by Attorney 
General Smyth, who said that he had 
been informed he would not be permitted 
to speak. But he had not believed this. 
He explained his purpose in bringing tne 
action he had instituted, saying he had 
done nothiag more than attempt to en- 
force the law of the state. His pur- 
pose was not to close the starch factory, 
but his onty object was to preserve it 
an independent enterprise. Mr. Smyth 
received respectful attention. lie was 
followed by Hon. J. Hamilton Lewis, 
former congressman from the state of 
Washington, who made a general political 
speech. Mr. Bryan returned to Lincoln 
tonight. He starts at 7 o'clock tomorrow 
morning on a general tour of the country 
not to return to Nebraska until a few 
days before election.

Governor Drew was bern at Alton, N. 
H., August §. 1827. Owing to family re- 
verses his education was not completed. 
He became a machinist and when quite 
young went to Colutnbus, Ca., where he 
married Miss Amelia Dickens, of Ameri- 
cus, Ga. Governor Drew engaged in the 
miiling business in Georgia and extended 
his enterprises to Florida, operating a 
mill in Suwanee county. 

It was in the memorable campaign of 
1876 that Governor Drew was selected as 
the stardard bearer of the democratic 
rarty, and it was largely through his 
hard work that the republican party was 
overthrown. After his term as governor 
he came to this city and established the 
Drew Hardware Co. He retired from 
active business several years ago, a 
vell-to-do and highly respected citizen.

SWINDLER CAUGHT UP WITH. 
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Kruger Arrestel by Postal Authori- 
ties ‘n Chattanooga. 
Chattanooga, Tenn., September 2.— 
(Special.)—Charity | has covered a multi- 
tude of sins in the case of Henry Kruger, 
alias John C. Clay; alias the Ignitis Com- 
pany, alias‘ the Chattanooga Volksblatt. 
For five months Kruger has been operat- 
ing one of the most gigantic swindles 
ever worked in this section. He is a Ger- 
man & prodigious size, over six feet tall 
and weighing 250 pounds. He came here 
five months ago and claimed to be an ex- 
member of the city council of New York. 
He opened an office in a quiet part of the 
city. His first venture was the Ignitis 
Company. He proposed to manufacture 
cheap fuel and kindling out of sawdust 
and rosin. Subscriptions to the stock of 
the company were jnvited and he took 
in several hundred dollars from suckers 

in other states. 

Before this venture was started Kruger 
launched a paper, The Chattanooga 
Volksblatt, a German organ, inviting sub- 
scrifftions to its capital stock, but the 
paper was never printed. 

,Kruger's latest and most effective swin- 
Ale is a charity racket. This was done 


under the name of John C. Clay, super- 


intendent of the Benevolent Home Mis- 
sion. “Clay’’ sent circulars broadcast, be- 
ginning ‘“‘To whom these presents may 
come, greeting and the Lord’s blessing.”’ 
A most pittable tale is recounted of: a 
man named Newman, an honest Vir- 
ginian, ‘who by misfortune got into debt 
to tite extent of $831, and who is repre- 
sented to be sick jin the. hospital here 
with want and disgrace hanging over 
him. *arties addressed are invited to 
contribute toward IHifting this indebted- 
ness. “Clay’’ asks that all donations be 
sent to him as superintendent of the Be- 
nevolent Home Mission. Thousands of 
these circulars were sent on to the north 
and east, as well as through the southern 
states. Hundreds of dupes replied and 
Kruger took in thousands of-dollars. At 
last complaint was made to the federal 
authorities for fraudulent use of the 
mails.

The bloody shirt efforts of republican 
orators to make capital out of the suf- 
frage restriction laws of some of the 
southern states seem to have failed 
utterly.

An Old Man in Exile. 

In the spectacle which ex-President 
IXruger now presents in his old age as 
weighted down with disappointments 
as well as infirmities he turns his face 
toward the Netherlands, from which 
country his ancestors emigrated to 
South Africa over two centuries ago, 
there is something more than ordinari- 
ly patnoetic. 

Less than twelve months ago Oom 
Paul was in the full enjoyment of the 
high honors.which attached to his po- 
sition as the president of the Boer re- 
public. Though somewhat autocratic 
and dictatorial in his ideas of ruler- 
ship, heewas nevertheless sincerely -be- 
loved by his people, who trusted im- 
plicity in his wisdom and honesty and 
who warmly shared his feelings of hos- 
tility toward Great Britain, 

Jealous of the integrity of the Boer 
republic, and sustained not only by the 
enthusiastic support of his fellow 
countrymen, but also by what he be- 
lieved to be the will of God. he threw 
down the gage of battle at the feet 
of Great Britain and went to war with 
his Bible in one hand and his sword in 
the other, believing that the struggle 
would end in yictory for the Boers, In- 
telligent sympathizers on both sides of 
the water wondered how he. could be 
deceived into taking this. suicidal 
course which promised naught save 
death and destruction to his cause, but 
they admired the spirit of resistance to 
supposed wrongs and outrages which 
he manifested, and they applauded the 
brilliant suecession of victories which

}illuminated the pathway of his brave 
armies to defeat. Such heroism, though 
doomed from the start to eventual fail- 
ure, proved that the Boers were not 
unworthy of the independence which 
they sought to gain. 

Since the fate of the contest was de- 
cided, ex-President Kruger has led the 
life of an outiander.. Already bent be- 
neath the weight of .years. he is now 
well-nigh crushed uméer-the burden of 
disappointment whiclt.he is called up- 
on to bear in the evefiing of life.

rie. The humane people of the United 
States will not have given the most jm- 
portant and valuable form of relief until 
at least plain, comfortable places of wor- 
ship are provided. Thee people cannot 
provid> churches for themselves. In the 
rural districts particularly they will find 
it all they can do to make a living dur- 
ine the next twelve months. These rural 
sectiors <annot publish their wants ag 
the needs of the city of Gaiveston and 
other urban poinis can be brought to the 
attention of the world. In the compas- 
sionlessness of isolated and overlooked 
zrief they walk bereaved of wives, hus- 
bands, parents, children, homes and 
churches! God only knows what burdens 
of silent sorrow they bear. 

I am glad to report that not a preacher 
has left his pcst. Some were swept away 
in the storm. and others in rescuing help- 
less women and children escaped by no 
more than a hair’s breadth. And this 
applies to ministers of all denominations. 
Thev endure the hardships of their places 
with cheerful heroism, feed the hungry, 
clothe the naked, comfort the grief. 
stricken and bury the dead. One man 
has expressed to me the wish that I 
should send him back to his afflicted 
charge at the approaching session of the 
Corference in order that he may help 
his stricken people to restore as far as 
ray be the ‘precious things of former 
days. The people of League City want, 
of course, the brave man who in the box 
car. at the risk of his own life, rescued 
the poor woman and did his best to save 
her babies who were drowned in his arms, 

I fear some have been so shocked in 
mind and body as almost to have faith 
in God shaken. One poor old man I have 
heard of is almost demented with grief 
and charges God harshly for letting the 
devil make the storm. Our Father will 
know how to pity and bear with His 
dazed child—and with all his perplexed 
children 

For myself I sing with Sydney Lanier, 
“TL will rest my soul in the goodness of 
God.” His ways I cannot understand, 
but since He gave His son to die for us 
we cannot doubt He loves us men.

In this 
state no child under ten years of age can be 
cot.vieted of any offense, and up to the age of 
fcvrteen years, before any conviction can BS 
had the state must prove mental capacitfe 
The «<riminal code of Geo, gia, section 34, if) 
as fallows: ‘An infant under the aze of 

n years, whose tender age renders it improb- 
able that he should be impressed with a proper 
sense of moral obligation, or be possessed 
with sufficient capacity deliberateiy to have 
committed the offense, shall not be ecnsidered, 
or found guilty of any crime or misdemeanor.”

The jailer 
who permits a prisoner to escape is held 
as a criminal. What shall we say of an 
alderman who permits private corpora- 
tions to withdraw contracts which are 
worth money to Atlanta. 

1 know I am not an editor, or a law- 
ver. or even an alderman. For my daily 
bread I work. afflicted in body, and hav- 
ing the duty of supporting a family, but 
I have some idea of the ludierousness of 
the present situation, as well as a feeling 
of its seriousness. Whenever anything 
is said about a councilman who voted to 
beat competition, it is funny to me why 
Mr. Atkinson, through himself or his 
newspaper, should fee! called upon for his 
defense. Why not let the councilman 
speak for Limself? It is his character 
which is at stake, and he should be the 
one to fight for it. When a man accuses 
me. I don’t give another man a chance 
to defend me—I do it myself.

As to Alderman Johnson's challenge 
for a public discussion of this question 
in the opera house, I cannot meet him, 
because I am not-accustomed to public 
speaking and he is. Not only that, but 
I am a poor man and cannot afford to 
pay my part of the cost of the opera 
house.

AN INVESTIGATION WANTED 


Lowndes County Misdemeanor Camps 
May Be Wiped Out—Commission 
Not in Full Authority—May 
Result in Change of 
the Law. 


The sensational disclosures made by So- 
licitor J. W. Edmondson, of Brooks 
county, through The Constitution of yes- 
terday regarding the criminal conduct 
of the McRee convict camps of Lowndes 
county, has stirred up among the officials 
of the state a feeling like short of indig- 
nation. If the charges made by the officer 
of the county court of Brooks can be es- 
tablished it will mean not only that the 
camps operated by the McRee brothers 
will be wiped out, of existence, but that 
the persons responsible will be prosecuted 
to the full extent of the statute for a 
decade of high-handed crime. 

The members of the prison commission 
to whom it is up to investigate, were 
not in the city yesterday and may not re- 
turn before the first of next week. For 
charges of a less brutal and revolting 
nature than those coming from Lowndes 
county misdemeanor camps such as the 
one recently disbanded in Coffee county 
have time and again been stopped in 
their operations by the prison commis- 
sion. ‘The evidence that innocent men 
and women, against whom no charge 
whatever could be raked up, have been 
apprehended forcibly and compelled un- 
der threats to work for years in some 
cases, sounds to those who read the state- 
ment of Solicitor Edmondson more like a 
relic of aboriginal barbarity than an act- 
ual condition exisiting in the state of 
Georgia.

What Disclosure May Mean. 

The opinion was expressed yesterday 
that whether or not all that has been 
charged can be established—and there is 
now no reason for the belief that it can- 
not be established—it will be up to 
the lawmaking body of the state to 
devise a new management for the misde- 
meanor convict camps of Georgia.

The teachers to take charge of them will 
be selected at this afternoon's meeting 
of the board of education. 

Several supernumeraries are also to be 
selected at the meeting, as most of the 
regular supernumeraries were placed in 
charge of grades when the new ones were 
first added. Accommodations are ample 
for all at the present time, and any appli- 
cant can secure space.

Soon 
after midday the market tcok a turn for the 
better on reports that a cold wave was in 
store for the southwest tonight, with rain 
likely to accompany the drop of the tempera- 
ture. As that section of the belt was already 
suffering from excessive precipitation, the lo- 
cal trede became apprehensive of flood dam- 
age and a further delay in crop maturement, 
the latter already dangerously late and making 
damage by killing frost imminent Estimates 
for tomorrow's receipt did not call for amounts 
as the movement today led the trade 
to expect. On the advance the foreign, south- 
ern and Wall street contingents came to the 
front as moderate buyers of the winter months, 
while room shorts heavily covered. Fall Riv- 
er cloth market dispatches and private re- 
ports from southern spot markets were en- 
couraging as a whole and helped signally to 
right the late afternoon market. Throughout 
the day, however, there was clearly manifest- 
ed a feeling of distrust and timidity, with a 
goodly number of traders actually withdrawing 
from the market where opportunity afforded 
until new developments of importance came to 
light. In the last half hour a flurry of local 
covering carried prices to above the close of 
yesterday. The market closed firm with 
prices net4 to 12 points higher.
